=3E. commended by the Advisory Com- 
emi ittee to the Trustees Committee for 
the Selection of the President, but he 
id not disclose the number of candi- 
ates who were interviewed. 

CSULB Interim President Donald 
J. Para said in a campus-wide email 
that Conoley will join CSULB on a 
permanent basis in July. 

“One of the things I think is an ad- 
vantage is that she’s been in Califor- 
nia,” Para said. “She knows what the 
California situation is ... I think that’s 
going to be an advantage.” 

Conoley, a 66-year-old New York 
native, has served as the dean and 
professor of Counseling, Clinical and 
School Psychology at UCSB since 
2006. 

In December. 2012, Conoley_ be- 
came the interim chancellor at the 
University of California, Riverside, 
after former UCR Chancellor Timo- 
thy P. White stepped down to become 
the chancellor of the Cal State Uni- 
versity system, Conoley said during a 
conference call. 

Conoley returned to her original 
position as dean at UCSB in August, 
after Chancellor Kim A. Wilcox was 
selected as the new UCR chancellor. 

Conoley said serving as the interim 
chancellor at UCR greatly influenced 
her decision to pursue the opportunity 
to become the next CSULB president. 

“TUCR], like Long Beach, is a 
highly diverse campus, so when I 
learned more about Long Beach, 
I started investigating what Long 
Beach is like,” Conoley said. “[UCR] 
was a great experience and really, in 
large measure, why I considered the 
Long Beach opportunity.”

said in a press release that Conoley’s 
departure from UCSB is a bittersweet 
moment for the campus. 

“Our ... community will feel her 
loss keenly,” Yang said. “At the same 
time, we are proud and thrilled that 
Dean Conoley has been appointed to 
this important leadership position, 
where she will be able to contribute 
in new and exciting ways to Califor- 
nia’s higher education system and our 
global academic community.” 

Michael Rios, an editor at the UCR 
student paper, The Highlander, said 
that during Conoley’s time as interim 
chancellor, she frequently attended 
basketball games and was interactive 
with students on campus. 

Haberstroh said he is excited for 
the many good qualities that Conoley 
will bring to CSULB. 


“She’s very relatable [and] she’s a 
huge supporter of sports teams, so we 
can expect our Beach athletics to get 
some support from [her],” Haberstroh 
said. “I’m very pleased with the selec- 
tion.” 

Prior to working at UCSB, Conoley 
was the dean and professor of edu- 
cational psychology at Texas A&M 
University from 1996 to 2005, as well 
as the associate dean for research at 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln’s 
Teachers College from 1989 to 1994, 
according to a CSU press release. 

Conoley earned a bachelor’s degree 
in psychology from the College of New 
Rochelle and a doctorate in school psy- 
chology from the University of Texas, 
according to a CSU press release. 

Long Beach City College President 
Eloy Ortiz Oakley released a state-

Jane Close Conoley to join three other female CSU presidents 


For the first time in 65 years, Cal State Long 
Beach has a woman in the president’s seat. 

Jane Close Conoley, dean of the Gevirtz 
Graduate School of Education at the University 
of California, Santa Barbara, was named the 
next CSULB president at the Cal State Univer- 


* sity Board of Trustees meeting yesterday. 


Conoley, who also served as the interim 
chancellor at University of California, Riverside 
from December 2012 to August 2013, said she 
was not initially aware that she was CSULB’s 
first female president. 

“T didn’t pick up on the fact that I was the first 
woman until I read the press release,” she said. 
“That is often for others to comment on. What I 
can say is that in many of my roles, I have been 
the first woman.”

Conoley is one of four female CSU presi- 
dents currently serving in the 23-campus sys- 
tem. The others are Mildred Garcia at Cal State 
Fullerton, Dianne F. Harrison at Cal State 
Northridge and Karen S. Haynes at Cal State 
San Marcos. 

Additionally, CSUF, CSULB and CSUN are 
the three largest CSU campuses in terms of en- 
rollment, according to data on their respective 
websites. 

Former CSULB President F. King Alexander 
said Conoley’s appointment is a step in the right 
direction. 


“T think it’s great we’re getting more and 
more females who are moving into higher edu- 
cation leadership,’ Alexander said. “Certainly 
the student population reflects that.” 

Although less than 20 percent of presi- 
dents in the CSU system are women, the 
number of female presidents at colleges 
and universities nationwide has steadily in- 
creased since 2001, according to the Associ- 
ation of American Colleges and Universities 
(AACU) website. 

From 2001 to 2011, the percentage of female 
presidents at colleges and universities nation- 


wide rose from 21 to 26 percent, according to 
the AACU website. 

CSULB alumna Olivia Ayala said she thinks 
the presidential announcement is good news. 

“It’s great that we have both genders in our 
[CSU] system as leaders,” she said. “It should 
not matter that she is female, but I am glad to 
hear that she is.” 

Conoley, who will be at CSULB on a perma- 
nent basis in July, said she visited Long Beach 
for the first time two weeks ago and is excited 
about the upcoming move. 

“My husband and IJ drove to Long Beach and 
we saw the Queen Mary and the Aquarium,” she 
said. “We thought, ‘great, our grandkids will 
love it here.”

esterday afternoon, the 

Cal State University Board 

of Trustees announced 

that Jane Close Conoley is 
taking over former president F. King 
Alexander’s place as the new Cal State 
Long Beach president. 

After Alexander announced his 
departure in March, the Cal State 
University system closed the blinds 
around the search for the next CSULB 
president. 

Since Alexander accepted the posi- 
tion as president of Louisiana State 
University system and chancellor of 
LSU A&M College, the CSULB com- 
munity is still feeling his loss. 

Former Provost Donald J. Para 
took over as interim president while 
CSULB searched for a replacement for 
Alexander. 

Para said that it was never his plan to 
stay as CSULB’s next president, as he 
intends to retire sometime this year. 

Conoley is dean of the Gevirtz 
Graduate School of Education at 
the University of California, Santa 
Barbara. For a short stint, she was also 
interim chancellor at University of 
California, Riverside. 

Conoley has held a long list of 
positions in academia, including a 
professor of psychology at Syracuse 
University, dean and professor of 
educational psychology at Texas A&M 
University and chair of the department 
of educational psychology at Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. 

To top off her previous experi- 
ence, Conoley is breaking ground by 
becoming the first female-president in. 
CSULB history and the fourth female 
president currently serving in the CSU 
system. 

We are relieved that the new presi- 
dent has finally been announced, but we 
still have a few questions. 

Although we know about Conoley 
through a CSU press release, she 
still remains a bit of a mystery. 

It doesn’t help that Conoley wasn’t 
present for the announcement of her 
new position at the Board meeting 
yesterday.

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Russia must work with international community to reduce threats

The Olympics have been a positive 
experience in the international commu- 
nity since they began in 1896. They are 
an event where nations set aside their dif- 
ferences and come together in the spirit 
of athleticism and competition. 

However, that ability to set aside 
differences is being threatened by the 
Sochi 2014 Winter Olympics. 

The Washington Post reported that 


Islamic radical groups have issued 
threats to attack the Olympics, leaving 
the international community worried 
about the safety of spectators and ath- 
letes visiting Russia for the games. 

To make sure that the event goes off 
without a hitch, the Washington Post 
reported that the FBI approached the 
Russian government to share security 
strategies. 

Sadly, the Russians have been 
hesitant to receive aid offered from the 
U.S. Russian officials only allowed a 
dozen FBI agents to visit Sochi and 


refused to accept aid from FBI bomb 
technicians, according to the Washing- 
ton Post. 

Ron Rubincam, the U.S.’s official 
FBI representative for Moscow, has 
stated that Russia’s lack of cooperation 
may be caused by diplomatic strains 
between the countries that were 
exacerbated by the Boston Marathon 
bombings in 2013, according to the 
Washington Post. 

Rubincam has stated that after the 
bombings, U.S. and Russian officials 
passed blame between each other as to 


who was responsible, which resulted in 
greater tensions and a strained relation- 
ship between the two governments. 

The Russian government may feel 
an obligation to defend its international 
reputation by securing the Olympics 
without any help from the U.S. But the 
Federal Security Service (FSS), Rus- 
sia’s security and counterintelligence 
department, must understand that the 
Olympics are an international event. 

Hopefully Russia’s FSS will have a 
change of heart and be more willing to 
accept aid before the Olympics start, 


although it looks like that may be 
unlikely. 

The Russian government must 
realize that any security lapses put the 
Russian people and the Olympic par- 
ticipants at risk, which would damage 
Russia’s international standing. 

Participating countries have the right 
to be concerned for the safety of their 
athletes and citizens in attendence. 

With the recent controversial press 
surrounding Russia, security for the 
winter games should be the main 
priority. 


North Korean government should engage diplomatically

Since 1950, North Korea has 
remained in a state of war with South 
Korea. The ongoing conflict has left 
the country isolated from nations in 
the region with heavy ties to western 
countries. 

North Korea’s isolation has been 
a product of a careful dictatorship 
maintained by the Kim family since 
founding patriarch Kim I1-Sung’s 
rose to power. q 

The current dictator, Kim Jong- 
Un, has maintained total control 
over the country while keeping the 


people in a constant state of war 
with South Korea. The North Ko- 
rean people are completely isolated 
from western culture. 

Through the North Korean philos- 
ophy of “Juche,” an adaptation of an 
old Marxist concept of self-reliance, 
North Korea conducts trade with 
few countries, including China. All 
of the media available to the public 
in North Korea is censored by the 
government, which solely promotes 
its agenda. 

International relations with North 
Korea remain volatile at best and ag- 
gressive at worst. North Korea views 
any military exercises conducted 
by South Korea and its allies, such 
as the U.S., as an aggressive action. 


This could eventually trigger North 
Korea to retaliate. 

South Korea still conducts the 
military exercises, which creates a 
game of brinksmanship. 

On occasion, the threats are cred- 
ible enough to evoke a response from 
North Korea. 

This leads to tense situations, 
such as the 2010 sinking of the 
Cheonan, a South Korean ship that 
North Korea sunk with a torpedo, 
according to BBC news. 

Diplomatic talks between the 
North Korean and South Korean gov- 
ernments have resulted in temporary 
shutdowns of North Korean uranium 
enrichment facilities. 

North Korea has gone on to resume 
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activities at the uranium enrichment 
facility, and according to CBS news, 
U.S intelligence has suggested that 
North Korea has increased the size of 
its uranium enrichment facilities. 

Despite the tensions, there are also 
cracks in the iron facade of the North 
Korean government. 

According to the New York 
Times, recent talks have suggested 
that the two countries may be at- 
tempting to reunify some of the 
elderly relatives of families that 
were separated by the split between 
North and South Korea at the end of 
World War II. 

Millions of North Koreans still re- 
main in poverty despite any diplomatic 
developments. The North Korean 
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government provides food rations to 
its people, which oftentimes are not 
enough. 

During bouts of famine, many 
people go without food, and children 
become malnourished. 

War is an unnecessary means to an 
end and no one wants it to lead to that. 
Diplomatic talks between North 
Korea and the rest of the world must 
continue in order to re-engage North 
Korea and bring it’s people to a 21st 

Century standard of living. 

If North Korea is to thrive ina 
world that is rapidly advancing and 
growing economically, it must open 
up its iron curtain and let go of 
disputes that hold back the country’s 
development.

However, it’s a step up from last year’s 
headliners The Stone Roses and Phoe- 
nix, bands which many critics com- 
mented didn’t have enough star power 
to be considered headliners. 

Reunions are always some of the 
most anticipated announcements on the 
lineup. This year is no exception with 
reunions from acclaimed hip hop duo 
OutKast, rock band The Replacements, 
and indie legend Neutral Milk Hotel. 

Attendees are undoubtedly looking 
forward to another surprise guest, like 
2012’s unforgettable Tupac hologram. 

That being said, there are drawbacks 
to attending the prestigious fest. 

Geographically it’s not an odyssey, 
but it is quite a drive that can take up

How much are you willing to pay for 
a slice of pizza and water? The week- 
end wristband isn’t just going to cost 
you a hefty $375. You should also take 
into account whether or not you will 
camp at the festival or stay at a hotel. 
Car parking or tent camping costs $80, 
and a shuttle bus pass is an additional 
$60. With those mystery processing 
and convenience fees, before you know 
it you’re charging over $600 to your 
credit card. 

Last year, Goldenvoice reported that 
around 90,000 people bought three- 
day passes to the festival, not including 
staff, artists and other crew members. 

Its popularity has made it nearly 
impossible to buy tickets because not 
everyone who buys a ticket will attend,

Many people buy tickets just to sell 
them for jacked up prices as desperate 
fans want to buy tickets as the week- 
end approaches. Therefore, your best 
bet is to try to get your tickets from 
a scalper a week before the event. As 
risky as it sounds, that time they re- 
ally just want to get their money back 
after failing to sell them for an inflat- 
ed price. 

If you really want to attend a mu- 
sic festival but don’t have the funds, 
you might be better off waiting for the 
closer, more affordable FYF Fest, an 
end-of-summer music festival in Los 
Angeles. 

Last year’s tickets for FYF were $99

FYF Fest 2013 also included head- 
liners like the Yeah Yeah Yeahs, TV on 
the Radio, Death Grips and My Bloody 
Valentine, all of whom have played at 
Coachella before. 

FYF is growing bigger every year, 
just like Coachella has. 

Daniel Speer, Cal State Long Beach’s 
Underground Music Society Vice-Pres- 
ident said he thinks that FYF is a great 
alternative to Coachella, but each has 
its own perks. 

“There is more rap at Coachella and 
well, you can’t forget Outkast,” Speer 
said. “If you were to add up tickets for 
Nas, Outkast and all the other big hip- 
hop artist it would probably be cheaper 
to go to Coachella.” 

There are also those who have com- 
plained that Coachella has gotten too 
“mainstream,” and others say its run by 
a bunch of rich hipsters. 

Monica Nguyen, a junior commu- 
nications major, said she has attended 
music festivals like FYF in the past, 
but has never attended Coachella be- 
cause it is too expensive. While she 
said she sees the appeal, she also thinks 
Coachella has become trendy and over- 
hyped. 

“People probably want to dress up 
and show off that they are going to 
Coachella,” Nguyen said. “I don’t think 
people are going for the music, they are 
going simply because it’s Coachella.”

LBSU heading north to 
face Stanford, Pacific 


Sixth-ranked Long Beach State will try to 
build upon their upset of No. 1 Pepperdine 
with a couple of conference road victories.

After losing three of its first five 
conference matches and upsetting 
then-No. 1 Pepperdine, the Long 
Beach State men’s volleyball team 
is ready to look forward to continual 
success during this week’s back-to- 
back matches. 

“Our block and defense has been 
the biggest improvement we’ve made 
since preseason,’ head coach Alan 
Knipe said. “[The guys’] hard work 
has started to turn into the fruit of 
their labor. I see the results as I look at 
the [statistics] sheet ... and that makes 
the work we put into the gym that 
much more rewarding.” 

LBSU (4-3, 3-3 Mountain Pacific 
Sports Federation) is coming off from 
three injured starters, with Dalton 
Ammerman still struggling from a 
sprained ankle. He is expected to play 
this weekend. 

‘Dalton [Ammerman] had the most 
significant injury,’ Knipe said. “But 
he’s a senior, and he wants to tough it 
out. As long as he isn’t going to do more 
damage to it, we want him on the court. 
We're better when he’s on the floor.” 

The 49ers will first face Stanford 
(4-3, 1-3 MPSF) after the Cardinal 
won its first MPSF match last week. 
They are led offensively by Steven 


Irvin (104 kills) and Brian Cook (90 
kills) and led defensively by Grant 
Delgado (60 digs) and Conrad Kamin- 
ski (22 blocks). 

Stanford ranks right below LBSU 
at seventh in NCAA rankings but 
holds the 11th spot in MPSF. 

The next day, LBSU will face Pacif- 
ic (1-6, 0-4 MPSF), a team coming off 
a six-game losing streak. The Tigers 
are led offensively by Christian Fran- 
ceschi (58 kills) and Thomas Hodges 
(56 kills). Tommy Carmody carries 
his team with 46 kills and team-high 
34 blocks while Javier Caceres has 68 
digs on the season. 

Knipe said he understands the chal- 
lenge of having back-to-back matches 
but remains confident, as he knows 
what to have his team focus on. 

“There are definitely keys things 
to work on to prepare playing against 
these two teams,” Knipe said. “But a 
big component of what we do is how 
we play, and we have to be more fo- 
cused on what we can control and not 
be consumed by what the other team 
is going to do or could do.” 3 

LBSU is led offensively by the 
team’s only triple-digit scorer, Taylor 
Crabb, with 125 kills, and Ian Satter- 
field, who has 70 kills. Jeff Ornee has 
remained dominant at the net with 33 
blocks while Andrew Sato controls 
the back row with 79 digs. 

The 49ers will be up north to face 
Stanford on Friday and Pacific on Sat- 
urday.

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team is set to play two games 
in three nights, facing Hawaii today at 
the Walter Pyramid before visiting Cal 
State Fullerton on Saturday.

Hawaii comes in wielding 2012 Big

son, who has led the Rainbow Wahine | 


in points (16.2 ppg), rebounds (10.1 rpg) 
and field goal percentage (51 percent). 


“Kamilah [Jackson] is the anchor 
down low,” Wynn said. “She’s a senior 
that plays with a lot of experience who’s 
relentless on the glass and knows how to 
get good positioning.” 

However, Hawaii has reached the No. 
1 spot in the Big West for what it has 
done as a unit. The Rainbow Wahine 
also benefit from two other players scor- 
ing in double figures, with senior Shaw- 
na-Lei Kuehu averaging 10.6 points per 
game and sophomore Ashleigh Karai- 
tiana putting up 10:4 a game. 

Two days later, the 49ers will face a 
Fullerton team led by speedy 5-foot-3 
guard Chante Miles, who helped lead 
Carson High School to a CIF City Sec- 
tion title as a senior. 

Miles’ 14.6 points per game and 4.6 
assists per game lead her team, while 
Kathleen Iwuoha is their big woman 
down low with 10.1 points and 6.9 
boards per game. 

Despite the fact that they’re down 
to eight bodies and have struggled as 
of late, the 49ers’ fortune is still very 
much in the possession of LBSU, with 
11 games to be played on the conference 
schedule. 

But if the 49ers want to compete the 
rest of the way, like they showed they 
could to start the season, they will have 
to exhibit the same aggressiveness they 
played with early on.
